WANTS POSTMASTERS 
UNDER CIVIL SERVICE 


Roosevelt in Executive Order 
Alters Appointment Rules— 
Suggests Legislation. 


By the Associated Press. . 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—In an 
executive order changing regula- 
tions for the appointment of post- 
masters, President Roosevelt today 
requested Postmaster-General Far- 
ley to draft legislation to -be sub- 
mitted to the next Congress placing 


all postmasterships under civil ser- 
vice. 

The executive order will permit 
all acting postmasters named since 
March 4—about 1500—to remain in 
office without examination. It also 
raises the maximum age limit from 
65 to 66 years and reduced the min- 
imum residence requirements from 
two years to one. 

In a letter to Farley, Mr. Roose- 
velt said: “The studies which you 
have made show that there would 
be large savings to the Government 
if the existing law were changed 
and all present postmasterships 
were placed on a strictly civil ser- 
vice basis as is the case under the 
existing law relating to fourth class 
postoffices.” : 
The new executive order author- 
izes the Postmaster-General to sub- 
mit to the President for nomination 
without examination, the name of 
any regularly commissioned post- 
master or the name of any person 
in the classified civil service. The 
acting postmasters now hold com- 
missions. 

If no such person is nominated, 
the Postmaster-General must certi- 
fy the fact to the Civil Service Com- 
mission, which is directed to hold 
an open competitive examination to 
test the fitness of applicants. : 
In conducting these examinations, 
the commission will abandon the 
plan of sending special agents to

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today issued an ex- 
ecutive order prohibiting the trans- 
portation of oil in interstate com- 
merce which is produced or with- 
drawn from storage in excess of 
the amount permitted “by any state 
law.” 

The order was ‘issued under the 
authority provided by the oil pro- 
vision in the industrial contro! bill 
just enacted. It is one of the first 
efforts of the Federal Government 
to extend its control over the flood- 
ed oil market. 

The executive order of the Presi- 
dent reads: 

“By virtue of the authority vest- 
ed in me by the act of Congress en- 
titled ‘an act to encourage national 
industrial recovery, to foster fair 
competition, and to provide for the 
construction of certain useful pub- 
lic works, and for other purposes,’ 
approved June 16, 1933 (public No. 
67, Seventy-third Congress), the 
transportation in interstate and 
foreign commerce of petroleum and 
the products thereof produced or 
withdrawn from storage in excess 
of the amount permitted to be pro- 
duced or withdrawn from storage 
by any state law or valid regula- 
tion or order prescribed thereunder, 
by any board, commission, officer 
or other duly authorized agency of 
a state, is hereby prohibited.” 


CORNER IN RYE RUMORED, 
PRICE JUMPS 5 CENTS MORE 


Up 25 Cents in Three Days, in Some 
Cases Higher Than Certain 
Wheat Options. 


By the Associated Press. ' 
CHICAGO, July 12.—A corner in 


rye was rumored in the lobbies of 
the Board of Trade today as that 
cereal mounted five more cents a 
bushel for a gain of some 25 cents 
in three days and in some instances 
sold higher than certain wheat op 
tions. Reports indicated that rye 
open to market purchases had be- 
come so scarce that thousands of 
bushels had been imported from 
Canada. 

Rye has not been cultivated as 
widely as formerly, owing to the 
exceeding low price it brought dur- 
ing 1932. Reports were that the 
demand for rye, increased material- 
ly by the return of beer, was so 
great that much of it was coming 
in from Canada despite the tariff. 

Finally, the talk switched to 
unverified reports that a few spec- 
ulators had gained control of the 
visible supply. 

December rye ran up to $1.07% 
a bushel, a trifle higher than July 
wheat, and closed at $1.05%, while 
September rye closed a fraction 
above a dollar and July at 98 cents. 
May wheat sold up to a new high 
of $1.15% and closed a half cent 
lower. Rye was up around 3% 
cents over yesterday’s close at the 
finish, wheat nearly 2 cents higher 
and corn and oats slightly off.

Governor, After Calling 
Out Troops to Block Un- 
loading of Brew, Pro- 
claims Law in Effect.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 12. 
— 70V. William H. Murray today 
proclaimed 3.2 per cent beer legal 
in Oklahoma following yesterday’s 
election in which the State voted 
to legalize the brew. 

The Governor last night called 
out the National Guard to prevent 
the unloading of 50 carloads of 
beer held in sidings. “The order 
is to prevent them from making a 
joke cf the law,” he said. 

In an executive order the Gov- 
ernor announced sale of the bev- 
erage had been legalized by a ma- 
jority of the State’s voters in yes 
terday’s special election. 

The Governor’s proclamation was 
the signal for fleets of beer trucks 
to begin transporting cases of rhe 
brew from railroad cars to whole 
sale and retail dealers. 

Applicants for beer licenses 
swarmed in the offices of the Tax 
Commission. 

Returns gathered by the Asso- 
ciated Press from 3310 out of 3313 
precincts give 223,693 votes for le- 
galization of 3.2 per cent beer, to 
129,261 against. 

Oklahoma is the thirty-seventh 
state to legalize beer. | 

The Oklahoma Legislature, in spe- 
cial session, is considering a meas- 
ure providing for a convention to 
vote on the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment and it is possible that 
the State vote on repeal may be 
taken this year or early in 1934. 

Northeastern Oklahoma counties 
voted heavily for beer, Tulsa Coun- 
ty, where 3.2 beer had been on sale 
openly for a week, went 4 to 1 for 
beer. 

Oklahoma County (Oklahoma 
City) gave beer a 3 to 1 majority. 
Most of the 19 counties which voted 
agaixst beer are along the arid 
Kansas and Texas borders. Six 
counties are doubtful and 52 favor 
beer.

Clash Over Shows and Pre- 
miums Develops—Chica- 
goan Resents Advice on 
Running Own Business. 


All the snares and deadfalls in 
the fur business are not used by the 
trappers, it appeared yesterday 
when the American Raw Fur In- 
stitute met at the American Hotel 
Annex to draft a code of fair com- 
petition under the industrial control 
act. 

Words snapped like the click of 
a double-spring No. 2 wolf trap as 
some dealers called for elimination 
of certain business methods of their 
competitors and vehemently de- 
fended divers customs of their own 
which were brought to light in 
counter criticism. 

The progress of the meeting was 
as smooth as a muskrat slide 
through discussion of the labor pro- 
visions. A minimum wage of 40 
cents an hour was approved by a 
unanimous standing vote. 

Someone did mention that the in- 
dustrial recovery administration 
had stated that other industries 
would be expected to adopt a work- 
ing week of less than the 40 hours 
approved for the textile trade, but 
outspoken opposition to 48 hours 
during December and January and 
40 hours the rest of the year was as 
scarce as prime pelts in August. 

“Share of Stock, Private Key.” 

“You can work as many shifts as 
you want to,” suggested Nelson R. 
Darragh, president of the F. C. Tay- 
lor Fur Co. “Officers of the com- 
pany are exempt from the labor 
provisions. Take your key men in 
your work rooms and do like the 
banks do. Give them a share of 
stock and a key to the private rest 
room and make them vice-presi- 
dents. Then you can work them 
day and night.” 

Frank A. Mitvalsky of Cedar 
Rapids, Ia., president of the Iowa 
Raw Fur Dealers’ Association, who 
weighs 350 pounds and described 
himself as “just a little country 
dealer,” was first to take the floor 
when deliberation of “fair prac- 
tices” was started. 

“How can we little dealers in- 
duce the local trappers and farm 
boys to sell us their catch when 
some of you fellows in the cities 
circularize the countryside with 
price lists that quote fur above the 
market?” he asked, heatedly. “I’m 
for a clause prohibiting untruthful 
and misleading. advertising.” 

Fair Advertising Approved. 

Subsequent speakers, including 
representatives of large receiving 
houses, tacitly, and some even 
openly, admitted that some houses, 
not their’s, of course, had followed 
such practices. But, after all, it 
Was agreed, quoted prices are not 
the most important element in de- 
termining what the shipper re 
ceives for his pelts. It depends 
much more upon the grading ac- 
corded them by the receivers’ em- 
ployes. 

“Quotations mean nothing with- 
ouf. fair grading,” observed one 
veteran fur man. There was no 
The resolution for truth- 
ful advertising was adopted. 

Then came a resolution prohibit- 
ing the buying of furs by a con- 
cern which advertises that it sells 
for the shipper without profit or 
commission in handling. This, it 
was said, was done by a mail order 
house, which turns over such furs 
sent by rural customers in ex- 
change for merchandse to a Chi- 
cago fur company. * 

Darragh and Philip B. Fouke, 
president of the Fouke Fur Co. of 
St. Louis and vice-president of the 
Eitingon-Schild Fur Co. of New 
York, declared this unfair to other 
dealers—that the mail order house 
at least should offer its collections 
to the highest bidder. 

Opposed to “Fur Shows.” 

Resolutions prohibiting the offer- 
ing of premiums to shippers, the 
holding of “fur shows” and con- 
tests and the refunding to shippers 
of shipping charges then were 
offered. 

David Silberman, head of a Chi- 
cago fur company, charged that an 
attempt was being made by “dis- 
gruntied St. Louis fur dealers who 
have been losing money and don't 
want anyone else to make any” to 
write the code to their own advan- 
tage. He added the matter was be- 
ing made a personal issue. 

“Have you lost your ability to 
think of ways to stimulate your 
business?” Silberman challenged in 
a calm voice. “Many fur houses use 
these methods of increasing their 
receipts. I don't need your advice 
on how to conduct my business.” 

Darragh and Fouke denied any 
personal feeling and attacked “fur 
shows” and contests because every 
shipper did not get a fair chance, 
they said, since judges could not see

SEEKS T0 BLOCK FORECLOSURE 
ON UNIVERSITY CITY HOME 


Gus H. Cohn Sues Tower Grove 
Bank and Officers; Cites 
Roosevelt's Request. 
Suit to set aside foreclosure of 


their home at 7479 Kingsbury ave- 
nue, University City, was filed in 
Circuit Court at Clayton today by 
Mr. and Mrs. Gus H. Cohn. De- 
fendants are the Tower Grove Bank 
& Trust Co., which has had charge 
of the property; Alex Miltenberger, 
its president; Arthur L. Locatell, 
vice-president and cashier, and J. L. 


Hornsby, vice-president. 

The suit relates that Cohn, a 
manufacturers’ agent, acquired the 
house in August, 1931, subject to a 
$10,000 first mortgage. His income 
was large then, but has been cur- 
tailed greatly, he relates, and he 
defaulted on the mortgage, which 
was held*by Locatell and the bank. 
The petition calls attention to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's request to banks 
to refrain from foreclosing mort- 
gaged homes. 

When Tower Grove Bank gave 
notice it would foreclose Cohn’s 
home, Locatell agreed to issue a 
new first mortgage for $10,000, with 
interest at $50 a month and $50 a 
month to pay delinquent taxes, the 
suit says.

AT MILWAUKEE 


City Controller, Under In- 
dictment on Malfeasance 

- Charges, Succumbs in 
Hospital to Wound.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 12.— 
City Controller Louis M. Kotecki, 


53 years old, died early today from 
the- bullet he fired into his right 
temple after shooting and seriously 
wounding his chief deputy, William 
H. Wendt, 49. Kotecki was under 
indictment on charges of malfeas- 
ance and faced recall. 

The death occurred in the hos 
pital to which he and Wendt were 
taken following the double shooting 
yesterday afternoon in the control- 


given a fighting chance for recov- 
ery following a blood transfusion. 
County authorities think that Ko- 
tecki, indicted four months ago as 
a result of alleged laxity in check- 
ing bond transactions through 
which it is charged the city was 
defrauded of $500,000, believed 
Wendt misrepresented him in testi- 
mony before the grand jury; that 
Kotecki was driven to distraction 
by the indictment and personal fi- 
nancial difficulties; that Kotecki 
feared recall or elimination of his 
position through a referendum or- 
dered by the City Council. 
Kotecki’s indictment followed that 
of John I. Drew, former City Trea- 
surer, and I. J. Rosenberg, presi- 
dent of the closei Liberty State 
Bank, charged with embezzling 
about $500,000 while handling bond 
transactions for the city amounting 
to $40,000,000. 

It was the Controllers’ duty to 
check the transactions, but when 
indicted he said such details were 
left to Wendt. 


AUTO DRIVERS’ LICENSE 
LAW TIED UP BY ERROR 


Correction of Illegh] Section Ex- 
pected to Be Made by Alder- 
men in September. 


Enforcement of the city automo- 
bile drivers’ license law, which was 
passed last month, will be delayed 
indefinitely by the discovery that it 
is illegal in one particular. 

The ordinance calls for issuance 
of the licenses by a Motor Vehicle 
License Commissioner. Associate 
City Counselor Wayman, going into 
the law for preparation of license 
forms, found a State statute requir- 
ing issuance of all forms of city 
licenses by the License Collector. 
It had been planned to start issu- 
ing drivers’ permits by next week, 
but arrangements have been held 
up unti] the ordinance can be cor- 
rected. 

An amendment is being drafted 
and Mayor Dickmann will be asked 
to provide for its consideration in 
his call for a special session of the 
Board of Aldermen. He plans to 
call the session by Sept. 6, if not 
sooner. Several St. Louis County 
suburbs have adopted similar li- 
censing laws as a result of the 
city’s action, and plan to start is- 
suing licenses soon. Webster Groves 
has started the distribution of li- 
censes.

“Super-Cabinet” Explained. 

The President’s action in forming 
the Executive Council, or “super- 
cabinet,” was prompted, it was 
learned, by a desire to eliminate 
friction among the departments and 
relief agencies, to co-ordinate their 
numerous activities so as to avoid 
duplication and overlapping, and 
to establish a forum where each 
head of & department or an agency 
could submit his problems and take 
counsel with his associates. Its 
meetings will supersede the regular 
Tuesday meetings of the Cabinet. 

While the recovery administration 
waited impatiently for the coal in- 
dustry to compose its differencés, 
the submission of a code “backed 
by 90 to 95 per cent” of the steel: 
industry was awaited hourly. It 
was indicated that the steel opera- 
tors had been surprisingly success- 
ful in working out a satisfactory 
draft. : 

Secretary of Commerce Roper, in 
a nation-wide radio address last 
night, appealed to lagging indus- 
triee to submit codes immediately, 
and reminded them of the penalties 
for failure to comply. He gave a 
skeleton outline of what p 
codes should contain, including 
minimum wages, maximum hours, 
and those provisions of the recov- 
ery act which protect the right of 
employes to organize and bargain 
collectively. He suggested that the 
cotton textile code, the only one 
thus far approved by the President, 
might be taken asa working model.

WIFE FRIDAY, ATTORNEY SAYS 


If Cross Complaint Is Filed It Will 
Not Be Contested.

RENO, Nev., July 12.—Elliott 
Roosevelt, second son of the Presi- 
dent, will file suit at Minden Friday 
for a divoree from Elizabeth Don- 
ner Roosevelt, Philadelphia heiress, 
his attorney, Samuel Piatt, an- 
nounced here today. 

Platt issued a statement saying: 
“The case will take the usual 
course. Should a cross complaint 
be filed promptly the hearing will 
probably occur on. the following 
Monday, July 17. 

“In the event of a cross com- 
plaint, it will not be contested. 
Jurisdiction will be conferred by 
Mr. Roosevelt’s residence in Doug- 
las County. The parties have en- 
tered into a property settlement 
agreement mutually adjusting and 
settling all property rights and dif- 
ferences, in which Mr. Roosevelt 
has made adequate provision for 
the support of the minor child. 

“The terms and provisions of this 
agreement will not be disclosed.”

ROOSEVELT’S SON IN PARIS 


Crowd Greets Him Though He Tries 
te Avoid Notice.

PARIS, July 12. — Franklin D.

Expedients to End De- 
pression Failed.

NEW YORK, July 12. — Sir 
Josiah Stamp, British financier and 
economist, approved President 
Roosevelt's industrial program in a 
radio address from London iast 
night. 

“IT am one of those who think that 
the President’s policy is to a large 
extent indeed right because all reg- 
ular expedients have failed,” said 
the speech as made available here. 

“Although I do not think the con- 
trol of industry can ever have more 
than a limited success at best and 
may create great insecurity at its 
worst, people oh this side do not 
realize ‘the depths of the difficulties 
into which the United States’ price- 
level collapse and banking collapse 
have brought her industrial activ- 
ities and how necessary it was for 
such striking measures to be put 
forward. 

“T would also say that so far the 
public use made of the existence 
of the powers, as distinct from the 
actual use of the powers themselves, 
has also been skillful. 

“President Roosevelt has forged 
and put into his tool bag a number 
of remarkable instruments, and to 
my mind he and his advisers are 
hoping fervently that the existence 
of these tools and the occasional 
rattling of the bag to show they 
are there will do all that is neces- 
sary to start the upward trend of 
trade, which we hope will be as 
cumulative as the downward trend 
WAS. 

“At the same time we feel that the 
President is fully prepared to use 
the powers if the psychological im- 
petus is insufficient, but I doubt 
whether he really wants to use 
some of them for the technique of 
their use is unexplored. 

“The great thing I have to fear 
is too high a degree of speculative 
activity with its inevitable reac- 
tion.”

The 
stranger walked away at Robinson's 
shout, but was seen again loitering 
at the rear of the house.

ANTI-JEWISH RIOT IN RUMANIA 


VIENNA, July 12.—Several per- 
sons were seriously hurt and 147 
were arrested yesterday in an anti- 
Jewish demonstration in Ramuneu- 
Sarat, Rumania, which started 
when a crowd hissed Mme. Magda 
Lupescu, Jewess companion of 
King Carol of Rumania, according 
to reports given out here by a radio 
news agency. 

Among those arrested were 16 
priests and 31 leaders of the anti- 
Jewish “Iron Brigade.” The others 
were peasants. The anti-Jewish 
demonstrators and police engaged 
in furious street fighting, accord- 
ing to the Bucharest radio reports, 
after the crowd headed by the 
priests stormed Jewish shops and 
beat up several Jews. :

WASHINGTON, July 12. — The 
press conferences of Gen. Hugh 5. 
Johnson, administrating the na- 
tional industrial recovery act, 
uniformly attract more reporters 
than any correponding event in the 
capital. About 150 were present 
yesterday—approximately twice as 
many as normally attend the Presi- 
dent’s conferences. 

The setting was illustrative of the 
change for merchandise to a Chi- 
recovery administration is operat- 
ing. Overnight its quarters had 
been moved from the third to the 
fourth floor of the Commerce De- 
partment Building, and from end 
to énd of the three-block-long cor- 
ridors. workmen were trundling 
desks, opening boxes, uncrating 
typewriters and adjusting furniture.

“To Suggest” Temporary Pian. 

As a matter of fact, the -writer 
learned elsewhere, Johnson, exas- 
perated at the dilatory tactics of 
certain large “key” industries, has 
made inquiries concerning his legal 
authority to impose minimum 
wages and maximum hours. He 
was told that the law does not give 
him that authority, but that he has | 
a perfect right to request them 
voluntarily to inaugurate such 
wages and hours pending the sub- 
mission of codes. 

Considering the state of public 
opinion, it is conjectural] whether 
such a request, coming from John- 
son or President Roosevelt, would 
not carry a moral force equivalent 
to legal compulsion. At any rate, 
it should be illuminating to know 
that the possibilities are being se- 
riously weighed.

Three times yesterday telephone 
calls to the house came from men 
who hung up without delivering any 
message when the operator had 
them wait while the police phone 
was cut into the Luer house line. 
Policemen were of the opinion the 
callers may have been emisarries 
of the kidnapers, seeking to open 
negotiations. 
Today the Luer brothers, on 
whose shoulders rests responsibility 
for active management for’ the 
business enterprises of their father, 
‘were about their usual duties and 
were making their headquarters in 
their offices in the Luer Bros. Pack- 
ing & Ice Co. 
Police Get Call Wrong. 

A misinterpretation of an inter- 
cepted telephone conversation by a 
policeman early today sent Carl 
Luer to St. Louis with Alton de- 
tectives on a report that a letter, 
presumably from the kidnapers, 
was being held for the family at the 
main St. Louis postoffice. 
Carl Luer had received a call at 
1 a. m. from an employe of the Al- 
ton postoffice that a letter was be- 
ing held for him there, and prom- 
ised to call for it this morning. A 
policeman who heard the call un- 
derstood that the letter was in St. 
Louis, instead of from St. Louis. 
At 2:39 Wuer left his home with 
two detectives for St. Louis, where 
they were joined by St. Louis po- 
licemen. No letter was found. This 
morning Luer called for the letter 
at the Alton postoffice, found it 
was from a St. Louis friend, Frank 
J. Blesch, 5464 Queens avenue, de- 
nounciug the kidnapers and ex- 
pressing the hope that the elder 
Luer speedily would be returned. 

Many Reports Investigated. 
A score or more of reports indi- 
cating that the kidnapers, who 
drove north from the Luer home 
after the abduction, were hiding in 
the country between Alton and Jer- 
seyville, were run down by police- 
men and deputies. 
A highway worker reported he 
saw a man with a gunnysack over 
his head in an automobile 12 miles 
north of Alton at 8 a. m. yesterday. 
There were three persons in the 
car with him, he said, but he was 
unable to say whether one was ~ 
woman. The men who hustled 
Luer from his home were assisted 
by a woman in a flowered dress, 
who entered the house on the ruse 
of asking to use the telephone. 
There were many other reports 
that lights were seen in deserted 
farmhouses, that a large automo- 
bile was parked mysteriously along 


scalp wound when her head struck 
a mantel, was in improved health 
and sat on the front porch of her 
home for an hour this morning. 

After Mrs. Luer had been al- 
lowed to leave her bed this morning 
she asked for news of her husband, 
from whom she has been separated 
but a few days since they were 
married 54 years ago. 

“Poor papa,” she said, when she 
was told there was no news. “TI 
am so lonesome without him. It 
was brutal the way they dragged 
him out.” 

Mrs. Luer was particularly wor- 
ried about her husband’s health. It 
was at her suggestion that her sons 
made public announcement of his 
diet, restricted to broiled meat, 
eggs and one vegetable at each 
meal, and of the necessity for use 
of nitroglycerin tablets of 1-150th 
of a grain when he is stricken with 
a heart attack. 

Need for Heart Tablets. 

The tablets which Luer’s physi- 
cian has prescribed are manufac- 
tured by Eli Lilly & Co., under the 
brand number 955. Mrs. Luer was 
of the opinion he had a small sup- 
ply of the tablets in his pocket 
when he was taken from his home. 

Members of the family said he 
sometimes suffered as much as six 
smothering attacks a day during 
which it is necessary that he stand 
erect in the open air. The sons 
were particularly fearful that the 
kidnapers, anxious to conceal their 
victim, might force him to lie down 
even during his seizures. His sons 
declared that in recent months his 
health had been so markedly im- 
paired that he was unable to walk 
across a street without stopping 
several times to allow his heart ac- 
tion to slow down. 

Members of the Luer family said 
they saw no connection between the 
kidnaping and an effort 15 months 
ago to extort $5000 from the elder 
Luer. At that time, business asso- 
ciates learned that an anonymous 
letter demanding the money had 
been sent to him and persuaded him 
to allow a guard of the Alton Bank- 
ing & Trust Co., of which he is 
president, to accompany him about 
town for two weeks. 

“I only. learned of the extortion 
attempt in the past few months,” 
Carl Luer said to a reporter. “When 
I asked father about it he said he 
had not thought it important 
enough to ‘ell us about.”

Marga- 
ret Fanning, 20-year-old white girl, 
working for Ferer & Sons, said she 
received $1 a day. 

Two employes of Mathes Co., Er- 
nest Cunningham and Tillie Stand- 
back, told Hay that wages varied 
in that plant from 67 cents a day 
to 15 cents an hour for a 10-hour 
day. Lilly Blackburn, an employe 
of Standard Waste Products Co., 
reported wages of 55 cents a day, 
with hours from 7 a. m. to 8 p. m. 
Some workers stayed two hours 
longer at night to earn an extra 5 
cents, she asserted.

“| TO GUT COTTON 


“NOT YET KNOWN 


| Agriculture Department Of- 


ficials Admit They Are at 
Sea as to Acreage Reduc- 
tion Outcome. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Building. 


WASHINGTON, July 12. — Offi- 
cials of the Department of Agri- 
culture today confessed that they 
were completely at sea as to whethb- 
er their campaign for cotton acre- 
age reduction had succeeded or 
failed, although Secretary Wallace 
declared in a statement that “latest 
reports indicate that the campaign 


is moving rapidly and apparently 
successfully to a conclusion.” He 
gave no figures. 

In a statement issued last night, 
the Secretary urged planters to sign 
up contracts to plow up their cot- 
ton in return for the benefit pay- 
ments authorized by law, and added 
that unless the acreage under con- 
tract had “almost doubled” since 
the figures were made public last 
Saturday, the plan would not be put 
in operation. Today's statement 
apparently was issued to counter- 
act the pessimistic effect of that 
given out last night. 

“We will not know the final out- 
come until the results of the con- 
cluding day’s efforts are received 
and compiled,” he said today. 
“Much apparently depends on to- 
day. It is my own belief, however, 
that when all the returns have been 
received, it will be shown that the 
South has made one of the greatést 
demonstrations of intelligent and 
unified action in the history of 
American agriculture.” 

A few days ago Secretary Wal- 
lace declared the plan had been an 
“unqualified success” up to that 
time, and Administrator Peek af- 
firmed that it “could not fail.” 

Time Expires at Midnight. 

The period in which farmers can 
contract to plow up a percentage 
of their cotton in return for bene- 
fit payments expires at midnight 
tonight. It was stated today that 
it will be a week before approxi- 
mately complete reports are re- 
ceived from the field workers, and 
until then it will be impossible to 
say enough acreage has been signed 
up to put the plan in operation. 

The goal of the department was 
set at 10,000,000 acres, although 
officials have carefully refrained 
from committing themselves irre- 
vocably to that figure. It is likely 
that a somewhat smaller total 
would be accepted as sufficient to 
insure success.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 12.— 
Edwin Gould, 67 years old, son of 
the late Jay Gould, pioneer rail- 
road magnate, died at his country 
home here last night of a heart 
attack. 

He ate dinner with his wife and 
at that time seemed in good health. 
Soon afterward he suffered the at- 
tack and died a few minutes later. 

Quit College, Defying Father. 

Early in life Edwin Gould gave 
evidence of having inherited the fin- 
ancial genius which enabled his 
father to build up one of the largest 
American fortunes of his time. 

He was so eager to get started in 
business he asked his father’s per- 


~ mission to quit Columbia University 


a year before the graduation of his 
class, that of 1888. The father re- 
fused to grant the request, but 
Edwin left anyway, and three days 
later appeared in Wall Street as 
a stock broker-operator. 

At the end of six months his op- 
erations were said to have shown a 
profit of $1,000,000. The success 
brought him favorable recognition 
from his father and won for him a 
place in the elder Gould’s office. In 
1888 Edwin was made secretary of 
the St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas 
Railway, one of the lines controlled 
by Jay Gould. He remained in that 
position until the road was reorga- 
nized as the St. Louis Southwestern 
in 1891, when he became vice presi- 
dent. Later he served as president 
and chairman of the board. 

Litigation Over Fortune. 

Shortly after the death of Jay 
Gould in 1892, Edwin was reported 
to be worth $20,000,000, of which 
$8,000,000 represented money he had 
made himself. 

With his brothers, George Jay 
and Howard Gould, and his sister, 
Helen (Mrs. Finley J. Shepard), 
Edwin Gould was named a trustee 
of the great trust fund created by 
the will of their father. The fund 
became involved in litigation in 
1916, when Frank Gould and his 
sister Anna Gould (the Duchess de 
Talleyrand) charged the trustees 
with negligence and incompetence 
in administering the trust fund, 
resulting in large losses to it. 

The litigation continued over a 
period of 11 years, when a decision 
was made by James A. O’Gorman 
as referee finding the trustee liable 
for $50,000,000. The proceedings 
were finally terminated by a com- 
promise agreement providing for 
the repayment of $20,000,000 to the 
trust fund from the personal es- 
tates of those held responsible for 
its losses. 

In the course of the litigation the 
Court permitted the resignations of 
George Jay, Edwin and Howard 
Gould as trustees of the trust fund. 

Edwin Gould was the second son 
of Jay Gould. He was born in New 
York City Feb. 25, 128€6. In 1892 
he married Miss Sarah Cantine 
Shrady, daughter of Dr. George F. 
Shrady. Mr. and Mrs. Gould led 
a quiet life, taking little part in the 
social activities of the city. A son, 
Edwin Gould Jr., was killed in a 
hunting accident in 1917. He was 
23 years old. 


Edwin Gould Made Many Gifts to 
St. Louis Institutions. 

Edwin Gould made many contri- 
butions to St. Louis institutions 
during the period he was board 
chairman of the Cotton Belt rail- 
road, a position which brought him 
on frequent visits to the city. 

In 1924, he gave $25,000 to the 
Y. W. C. A., $26,600 to the Railroad 
Y. M. C. A., and $25,000 to St. Louis 
Maternity Hospital. 

In 1926, he made an unsolicited 
donation of $40,000 to the Episcopa) 
Orphans’ Home, with no conditions 
attached to the gift. He had pre- 
viously made several] $2000 gifts to 
the home and had given $1000 to 
the Methodist Home for Orphan 
Boys in Clayton. 

For several years he made gifts 
of $10,000 to the Comniunity Fund, 
discontinuing them two years ago.

CLEVELAND, July  12.—Wit- 
nesses before a State Senate inves- 
tigating committee testified last 
night the Guardian Trust Co. made 
its Dec. 31, 1932, statement “look 
better to the public” through a $7,- 


000,000 bond transaction and toid 
of the salary and bonus received by 
its former president. 

Prof. Edward J. Falkenstein, a 
special investigator for the com- 
mittee, described the bond transac- 
tion. A. H. Gatiger, a certified pub- 
lic accountant, testified as to the 
salary of J. Arthur House, presi- 
dent of the Guardian until it fdiled 
to receive a license to reopen after 
the national banking holiday. 

The affairs of both the Guardian 
and the Union Trust Co., also un- 
licensed, will come under the scru- 
tiny of the committee, whose pur- 
pose is to develop information for 
remedial bank legislation. Three 
experts in criminal evidence from 
the offices of the Federal District 
Attorney and the county prosecutor 
were present as observers. 

Falkenstein said that through 
the bond transaction, the Guardian 
bolstered its financial statement on 
Dec. 31, 1982, through $7,000,000 
worth of outstanding checks that 
were listed as deposits. The tran- 
saction should have been shown as 
a loan, he testified. 

“Isn’t that what the layman calls 
kiting a check?” asked Senator 
Marvin C. Harrison. 

“Yes,” Falkenstein replied.

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BOARD RESTRICTS USE 
OF SCHOOLS AT NIGHT 


Opening of Buildings for Meet- 
ings Has Been Costing 
$25,000 a Year. 


‘A restriction on the free use of 
school builditigs by organizations at 
night was adopted by the Board 
of Education last night as an econ- 
omy Measure. It has been costing 
the board at least $25,000 a year 
to open schools for about 10,000 
gatherings annually. 

The new rule provides that each 
school may be opened without 
charge two nights a month, but no 
organization may have free use of 
a school more than one night 
monthly. There will be a charge 
of $3.75 a night for any organiza- 
tion desiring facilities more than 
once a month. Agreements will be 
reached among neighborhood 
groups and board officials as to 
which nigats shall be chosen for 
free use. 

Adoption of this policy followed 
a long debate. Ben Weidle intro- 
duced the idea by proposing one 
night of free use and the $3.75 
charge thereafter.

Henry P. Schroeder sought un- 
successfully to derer consideration 
to September. Then Dr. Cameron 
suggested two nights a month free 
and Weidle concurred. President 
Todd argued that the Board was

Gov. Park Decides to Play Safe on Ambiguous 
Language of Weeks Act — To 
Fix Other Dates Later. 


By the Jefferson City Oorrespon- 
dent of the Post-Dispatch. 
‘JEFFERSON CITY, July 12-— 
The Missouri election to select del- 
egates to a State convention to act 
on ratification of the proposed 
twenty-first (prohibition repeal) 
amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution will be held Saturday, Aug. 


19, and the convention will be held 
in Jefferson City Aug. 29. 
Gov. Park announced the dates 
late yesterday in advance of the 
effective date of the new Weeks 
act prescribing procedure for con- 
vening the convention. The Gover- 
nor acted so that the campaign for 
ratification might get under way 
at once. He will validate this se- 
lection of dates, now unofficial be- 
cause the convention law is not in 
force, with an official proclama- 
tion July 25, one day after the 
Weeks act becomes operative. 
In selecting Aug. 19 for the elec- 
tion the Governor reversed his for- 
mer plan to call the election for a 
date late in September. Instead, 
he conformed strictly to a provision 
of the act which apparently re- 
quires the holding of the election 
within six months after Congress 
submitted the amendment to the 
states, last Feb. 20. This period 
expires on Aug. 20. 

Governor’s Explanation. 
The Governor said he still be- 
lieved his former position that -the 
six-month limitation applied only to 
the time in which he must issue 
his formal proclamation and not 
the time within which the election 
must be held, was correct and 
would have been sustained by the 
courts, but he decided to fix a date 
within the limitation .to adhere 
strictly to the letter of the act, and 
“play safe.” 
“I made the change in order to 
come strictly within the letter of 
the act and to avoid any legal com- 
plications,” the Governor said. 
“Some of the provisions of the act 
are ambiguous, but every doubtful 
question was resolved within the 
language of the act. While we 
will have to move quickly, it will be 
possible to take all of the necessary 
steps and meet all:of the require- 
ments within the limitation. 

“I fixed the election for the 
earliest possible date after the new 
law becomes effective to give the 
people an opportunity to as speed- 
ily as possible carry out the repeal 
pledges of the State and national 
Democratic platforms.” 

Language of Act Ambiguous. 

The section appearing to require 
holding of the election within six 
months after Congress submitted 
the amendment has been the sub- 
ject of varying interpretations and 
considerable controversy. Under 
the act the convention, must be held 
in Jefferson City within 20 days 
after the election. . 

‘The Post-Dispatch editorially ad- 
vocated holding the election within 
the six months limitation, to avoid 
possible legal obstacles and result- 
ing delays. Attorney-General Roy 
McKittrick, in an informa! opinion, 
declared the ianguage of the act 
was such that it might be open 
to more than one construction, but 
said it would be safer to hold the 
election within the limitation. 
The Governor made his announce- 
ment after a conferencé of several 
hours’ duration with former United 
States Senator George H. Williams 
of St. Louis and Joseph T. Davis of 
St. Louis, chairman of the United 
Repeal Council of Missouri.

The United Dry Council of Mis- 
souri will exert every legal effort 
possible to prevent an election on 
Federal prohibition repeal in this 
State, Aug. 19, P. A. Tate, supé@rin- 
tendent of the Missouri Anti-Saloon 
League,. announced today. 

Meanwhile the United Repeal 
Council of Missouri, headed by Jo- 
seph T. Davis, prepared for an in- 
tensive campaign in every county 
of the State. 

Tate said signatures were being 
obtained rapidly to petitions for.a 
referendum in the November, 1934, 
general election on both the Bro- 
gan beer bill and the Weeks bill 
providing the machinery for rati- 
fication of a Federal constitutional 
amendment, 

More than the 80,000 required sig- 
natures to the petitions will be filed 
on or before July 24, the time limit, 
Tate said. 

“The contention of the dry organ- 
izations,” Tate said, “is that filing 
of the petitions will automatically 
suspend operation of the laws. 
Should the Secretary of State not 


so hold, appropriate legal steps will- 


be taken. The nature of these steps 
would be determined by our attor- 
neys.” 

Beer Ruling Appeal. 

The State Supreme Court now is 
considering on appeal the petition 
of the dry forces for an injunction 
against gperation of the beer bill 
on the ground that the emergency 
clause was invalid. The Cole Coun- 
ty Circuit Court held the clause val- 
id. Without this clause the bill 
would not have become effective 
until July 24 or 90 days after end 
of the Legislature.

in the minds of every delegate of 
the 48 countries represented,” -was 
made public yesterday by Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins._ 

Miss Anderson, head of the Fed- 
eral Women’s Bureau, was leader of 
the United States delegation, which 
has just returned from Geneva. 
Other members of the delegation 
were Edwin H. Smith of Massachu- 
setts, William H. Stead of Min- 
nesota, and Hugh Frayne of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Miss Anderson reported that while 
an attempt was made to establish a 
40-hour code, employers opposed it 
and “a sufficient number of the 
Government delegates supported the 
employers so that the convention 
was not formulated but postponed 
until next year.” 

A questionnaire will be sent to the 
58 countries affiliated with the 
Labor office, she said, querying not 
only on the 40-hour week but also 
on wage levels. 


EINSTEIN'S RACING LAUNCH 
SEIZED BY GERMAN POLICE 


Action \|Taken on Information 
Scientist Intended to Have Boat 
Shipped to Belgium.

BERLIN, July 12.—Prof. Albert 
Einstein’s racing launch, lying in 
the Havel River near his country 
home, was seized yesterday by po- 
lice on information that the scien- 
tist intended to have the boat 
shipped to Belgium. The boat is 
valued at 5000 marks (currently 
$1600). 


Einstein has taken up residence 
at Coq-Sur-Mer, Belgium. He went 
there in March after a visit in the 
United States, announcing he would 
never set foot in Germany again 
while present conditions persist in 
his native land. He renounced his 
Prussian citizenship.

CONSTITUTION FOR 
“UNFIED CHURCH 


It Is Designed to Embrace 

German Protestant Con, 
gregations Abroad as Well 
as in Reich. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, July 12.—A  constitu- 

tion for the German-Protestant 

Church has been drawn up under 


National Socialist auspices. ' 

At a meeting of evangelical lead- 
ers last night it was said there was 
unanimous agreement in the draft- 
ing of the constitution. Wilhelm 
Frick, Minister of the Interior, de- 
clared it would be made law in a 
few days. 

An authoritative report is the 
main principle of the agreement is. 
that the new church shall not be a 
state institution whose jurisdiction 
ends at Germany's frontiers, but 
shall embrace all German evangelic- 
al churches abroad. 

A framework for the new unified 
church is made, to be filled in later, 
it is said, and the office of national 
bishop is created with authority to 
reguiate church and social affairs 
with the help of church councils. 

Nazi Claims Authority. 

The newspaper Kruzzeitung said: 
“danger of an open battle between 
the evangelical church and the 
state has passed; the new church 
shall be a true ‘people’s church,’ 
thanks to Dr. Ludwig Mueller’s ef- 
forts in behalf of the German Chris- 
tians.” 

Dr. Muejler was the choice of the 
German Christians, a Nazi group, 
for Reichs bishop. In a pastoral 
letter recently he challenged the 
appointment of the Rev. Frederich 
von Bodelschwingh to the position 
by vote of a majority of the Protest- 
ant churches, saying the issue 
would be decided in the forthcoming 
constitution. 

Dr. Mueller subsequently assumed 
leadership of the German church 
union and the Supreme Council of | 
the church, saying he acted under 
the authority of Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler. 

Says Revolution Is Over. 

The withdrawal of all National 
Socialist radicals who’ have gained 
commisser posts was ordered today 
by Frick, in a warning against in- 
terference by the state in business 
fields. 

Frick declared such interference 
would be regarded as a sabotage, 
for, said he, “the power lies in the 
hands of the Government led by 
Hitler alone.” 

He added that the period of the 
revolution had ended and that any 
discussion. of a second revolution 
would be considered opposition to 
the Chancellor. 

Almost unlimited powers are 
possessed by the commissars. Frick 
threatened protective arrest of 
those who did not willingly with- 
draw. 

Meanwhile, the Government for- 
bade use of the name Hitler or any 
variation thereof as the first name 
for babies. 


SOVIET RESCUE PILOT EXPECTS

jin the hands of kidnapers. They are August Luer, 


‘an aged banker of Alton, IlL; O’Connell, who is the 
son of an Albany politician, and John (Jake the Bar 
ber) Factor, supposedly ‘held by Chicago kiduapers. 
The Luer kidnaping, which follows a long series of 
such affairs in St. Louis since 1929, was particularly 
brutal. Mr, Luer is 77 years old, and his health is 
delicate. The kidnapers entered his home, knocked 
down and injured his wife, and cruelly hustled the 
aged man.out. 

Senator Copeland thinks the Government will have 
to place a cofisiderable force in the field to cope with 
this situation. He fears that unless this is done the 
country will be terrorized by criminals. There can 
be no doubt that the states cannot deal with the sit- 
uation. Illinois is placing a special police force in the 
field since the kidnapings at Alton and Chicago, but 
that is at best a makeshift. : 

The solution of the problem lies in the experience 
of the country with the Federal authority as a means 
of dealing with major crimes. The Federal courts 
cannot be lenient, with a mail robber. A minimum 
5 years for such an offense is man- 
datory. The Federal law against counterfeiting is 
équally severe, and it is also equally effective. All 
criminal — are chary of the Federal courts. It is 
in the state courts that they hold the law in con- 
tempt. 

There is a growing body of opinion among persons 
familiar with the prevalence of crime in the Unit 
States that the only way in which widespread terror 
can be prevefited is for the Federal Government to 
place an effective force in each of the states. It is 
true that the United States Department of Justice 
has a force in each of the states, but it is in all cases 
small. It is too small to give the state authority the 
co-operation it must have if crime is to be suppressed. 

Canada furnishes an excellent example of what 
can be done. She suppleménts the provincial police 
with an effective Federal body. The consequence is 
that crime is at a minimum in Canada. 

If there were as many as 200 Federal operatives in 
Illinois and an equa) number in Missouri, such crimes 
as the Luer kidnaping in Alton would be virtually 
impossible. We would long ago have captured the 
men who recently killed two Missouri peace officers 
on the highway. Moreover, the underworld would 
hardly care to take the field against such a Federal 
force. 

The country must be purged of kidnapers and ter- 


committee has in its hands the solution of the prob- 
lem. It can, by fully apprising Congress of the sit- 
uation, secufe authorization for a Federal force suf- 
ficient to stamp out the underwor|d.

The fear that the min- 
imum wage established by the code will become the 
maximum for all labor in the industry is banished 
by the requirement that existing differentials above 
the minimum must be preserved.

They 
need now to bend every effort to advise Missouri 
how to mark the ballot in order to effect ratification. 
The wording of the propesitions is misleading and 
calls for an intensive campaign of education.

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MISS PERKINS’ APPEAL. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins has publicly applauded 
the cotton textile code’s inclusion of a proviso forbid- 
ding the employment of children under 16. Miss 
Perkins also expects other forthcOming codes to in- 
clude similar provisions. However, she does not con- 
sider these decidedly notable achievements as a com- 
plete victory over child labor. Speaking at the Welles- 
ley College Institute for Social Progress last Satur- 
day, Miss Perkins said: 

We must bear in mind that such an action 
covers only the emergency period, which, under 
the law, does not extend beyond two years, or 
even less, should President Roosevelt by procla- 
mation declare the emergency has ended. Con- 
sequently, the move for ratification of the child 
labor amendment must go on. This is the time 
to make permanent, through the amendment, a 
beneficial change in the standards so as to keep 
boys.and girls out of industry and give them the 
chance in life to which they are entitied. 


Fifteen states have ratified the amendment thus 
far, and there is a possibility that the half-way point 
of 18 ratifications will be gttained by the end of the 
year. With vigorous presentation of the case for 
ratification to Legislatures in 1934 and 1935,- the 
amendment can be put through by the time the Re- 
covery Act’s authority expires. Never has the occa- 
sion been more timely; never has public sentiment 
been more on the side of ending the child labor evil.

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GOV. HORNER’S DOG RACING VETO. 

In permitting pari-mutuel betting on horses in the 
afternoon but pronouncing a crime the same kind 
of betting on dogs in the evening, Illinois is guilty 
of an inconsistency. There is no diffefence in prin- 
ciple between the two kinds of racing, and it is mere- 
ly spécious to argue, as the Attorney-General -does, 
that because horses are subject to human guidance 
while dogs are not, such a difference exists. 

Gov. Horner, however, was wise in vetotug the bill 
legalizing dog racing. It was a worse piecé of legis 
lation than the Wisdom horse racing bill, killed by 
the last Missouri Legislature. Like the Wisdom bill, 
the Illinois bill was prepared for the benefit of pro- 
moters rather than for the protection of the public. 
It is said the [Illinois bill was actually written by 
the dog track crowd and, if so, it was a stupid per- 
formance, since a reasonable measure might have 
obtained the Governor’s signature.

Gert von Gontard, son of Baron

Federal officials aboard the ship 
revealed Yon Gontard arrived on a 
quota visa instead of a visitor's 
visa and explained that a quota 
visa is issued only to aliens who 
state their intention of making this 
country their permanent home. 

Von Gontard himself evaded the 
question as to his intentions about 
living here, saying he did not ex- 
pect to become an American citi- 
zen. He also denied emphatically a 
report that he had been forced to 
leave Germany on short notice, a 
matter of few hours, and was re- 
luctant to discuss the German po- 
litical situation or the actions of 
the National Socialists. He con- 
firmed, then denied, that his father 
had aroused the wrath of the Na- 
tional Socialists by transferring 6,- 
000,000 marks of his fortune to 
Switzerland in violation of the Ger- 
man foreign exchange laws. How- 
ever, he admitted that his father 
had been imprisoned in a Nazi de- 
tention camp for several weeks be- 
cause of his political beliefs.

ACROCIERA NORD ATLANTICA 
The stamps issued by Cyrenaica 
in connection with the flight of an 
Italian squadron across the North 
Atiantic are novel in that they pic- 
ture two constellations, the “big 
dipper” and the “little dipper.” 

So far as is known, only two oth- 
er countries, Uruguay and Brazil, 
have carried constellations on their 
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stamps. The constellation of Pega- 
sus appears on the air-mail stamps 
issued by Uruguay in 1929, and the 
Southern Cross is pictured on sev- 
eral Brazilian issues, beginning 
with that of 1887. 

In the foreground of the most re- 
cent stamps from Cyrenaica is a 
group of airplanes in flight forma- 
tion. The values are 19 lire 175 
centimes.

Among the most interesting ex- 
hibits at the Internationa) Philatelic 
exhibition, held last month at Vi- 
enna, was a display of counterfeit 
stamps, some of them valued higher 
than the genuine. 

The Vienna Police Department 
contributed about 5000 counter- 
feits, including a number of those 
ed on collectors 25 years ago 
by Dimitri Miaderiowich, a Bul- 
garian student who specialized in 
forging the rarest issues. .

CANADA—On Aug. 17 the Post 
Office Department will issue a 
tstamp to commemorate the sailing 
of the first Canadian steamboat to 
cross the Atlantic. The boat was 
the S. 8S. Royal William, which 
sailed from Picton, N. S. in 1873, 
and arrived at London, England, 25 
days later. 

JUGO-SLAVIA—As an economy 
measure the remainders of the 1926 
issue have been overprinted with 
the word “Jugoslavia.” The 1923 
postage due series is due to be 
treated likewise. 

MACAO—Scott’s No. 215, 6a, light 
violet, has been surcharged with a 
new value, Sa, and added to the cur- 
rent of this country. 
MIDDLE CONGO—To the recent 
long series two more have 
been added. One is 10fr, black (Pas- 
teur Institute) and the other is 20fr, 
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green, has been overprinted “C” in 
red. 


PAPUA—The remainders of the 
“Lakatoi” issue will be destroyed. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS — The 
Bureau of Posts will issue a new 
series of stamps as soon as suitable 
designs are secured, possibly this 
year. 


PORTUGAL—Another new value 
has been issued in the “Lusiadas” 
type.
